Perfect cleanliness is essential for 


the best pieservatlon of food. 
The 
| cellars, pantries, storerooms, 
lefrig- 


erators and all the receptacles In 
which food is kept should frequently 
be inspected and thoroughly cleaned. 
Heat and moisture tend to cause de- 
cay. 
Therefore, it Is Important that 


all foods should be surrounded with 
pure, cool, dry air. 
When it is pos- 


sible, expose every closet and food 
receptable to the sun and air several 
timi's a week. 


All kinds of cooked food, particu- 


larly the animal foods, spoil quickly 
when covered closely while still warm. 
All soups, meat, fish, bread, etc., that 
arc to be kept for many days or hours 
should bo 
cooled 
thoroughly 
and 


quickly In a current of cold a'r. 


in hot weather it is a good plan, 


when cooling soups, milk or any li- 
quid mass, to place the vessel contain- 
ing the food in another of cold wa- 
ter with ice, if convenient, and not 
in a cool draught. 
All meat, when 


not hung up, should be placed on a 
dish and set In a cool place. 
If poul- 


try bo drawn and n, few pieces of char- 
coal be placed in the body it will 
keep longer than if hung undrawn. 
It must not be washed until it is to 
bo cooked. 
The dryer the moat is 


kepi'the better. 


A disli of charcoal placed in the re- 


frigerator or pantry helps to keep the 
atmosphere dry 
and 
sweet. 
The 


bread box should bo washed, scalded 
and thoroughly aired in the sun twice 
a week. 


The crusts and stale pieces of white 


raised bread for which there is no oth- 
er USD should bo put in a pan, dried 
slowly in a warm oven, 
and

jar for future use In frying croquettes, 
chops, oysters, etc.

The general attitude of the govern- 


ment toward one who has committed 
an offense is diametrically opposite 
to that of the United States, where a 
man 
is 
presumed 
Innocent 
until 


proved guilty. In many respects-the 
Mexican procedure is that the man is 
guilty until proven innocent. 


As an example, upon the commis- 


sion of a crime the suspected crim- 
inal is placed in a cell, where for 
three days he Is not allowed to com- 
municate with anyone. In those three 
days the prosecution is supposed to 
have had sufficient time to sift (ho 
evidence against the "suspect" thor- 
oughly, and not to be balked in this 
iy the suspect's communicating with 
friends, who could hide evidence and 
generally aid in thwarting the prose- 
cution. 
While this works hardship 


on an innocent person it unquestion- 
ably prevents many criminals from es- 
tablishing an alibi. 


On tho other hand, the prosecuting 


attorney Is bound to warn the suspect 
against doing anything which will in- 
criminate himself and his clearly de- 
fined duty is to protect as well as 
prosecute. 


The tedious delays incident to se- 


curing a jury in the United States aro 
eliminated " in 
Mexico, 
where 
all 


crimes are tried before a judge, who 
decides the case, and whose decision 
is generally Irrevocable. While many 
of the laws of Mexico may appear to 
a citizen of tho United States as pe- 
culiar or absurd, still some of them 
nre worthy of consideration.
